Affirmative Action states that 
there are 6.5% women with 
Ph.D.’s in chemistry. According 
to Dr. Hurley’s figures, “As we 
look back over our applications 
over the years we only have 4% 
so the fact that there are no 
women here doesn't mean that 
there are 50% women and 50% 
men and we hire only men. It 
means there are 4° women and 
96% men and we have only 
men.” 

He continued by saying, “As a 
matter of fact, | would think the 
faculty would enjoy hiring a 
woman, you know we hired her 
(Ruth Sime) in 1965

No Monopoly on Racism

ethnocentrism (eth no sen triz em), n. 1. the belief in the inherent 
superiority of one's own group and culture accompanied by a 
feeling of contempt for other groups and cultures. 

Since “racist” is used so loosely on this campus, perhaps 
“ethnocentric” is a clearer way of describing the attitude of the 
Board of Fiscal Matters in their allocation of Cultural Programs 
funds 

Of the funds set aside for ethnic cultural events ($}] 2,500), 40 
percent has been set aside for Chicano events. Blacks will receive 
24 percent, Asians 20 percent and Native Americans 16 percent 

Is it that Chicanos are twice as talented as Asians? Perhaps they 
are $2,000 more deserving than Black artists? 

Or perhaps there are twice as many Chicanos as Asians on 
campus’? (But that can’t be right, since there are more white 
males than Chicanos on campus, yet they can only use the $3,300 
left after everything else has been allocated.) 

No. What makes Chicano culture special to the Board of Fiscal 
Matters is that five of its seven members are Chicanos. Not one 
Black, Asian, or Native American students sits on the Board. 

Evidently, the Board’s ethnocentrism also allows them to think 
that other ethnic groups and the student body in general are too 
stupid to see that they are getting screwed. Otherwise, it is 
impossible to understand how they could be so blatant. 

In every level of government, use of power is influenced to 
some extent by the “to the victor belongs the spoils” attitude 
There is always some last-minute court-packing and bill-passing 
by “Jame duck” officials 

Luckily, a new Student Senate will decide the final 
allocations. If they are reasonable people, they will not allow 
student government to be used by one ethnic group to take 
advantage of others

Several weeks ago Xavier Tafoya, a member of the Board of 
Fiscal Matters, threatened Hornet editor, Cindi Hunter, saying

Never, except for 
outburst, did these people complain about the Hornet for they 
had no reason to. Only after the Hornet refused to 
Hernandez end Torres 

Since tal Line these people have been spending a great deal of 
time trying to “mess” up the Hornet. First they tried to keep next 
year’s Hornet editor from being confirmed by the Stv4-~t Senate 
and then turned to the Board of Fiscal Matters in order to mess up 
the paper 

Never once have they brought in specific complaints about the 
Hornet, never once have they talked to the Hornet staff about 
their budgetary needs, never once have they had the guts to tell 
the Hornet what they planned to do. 

Instead they try to use the tactics of sneakery, doing their 
dirty work in such a way that few will know what they are 
planning. For good reason, this kind of cheap politics cost 
Hernandez and Torres the Student Body Preisdency and 
Vice-Presidency but they still cling to the power they have left 
until the end of the schoo] year. 

Whether the budgetary needs of the Hornet are met, we will 
continue to fight those whose actions are contrary to the good of 
the students. like Glenn Dumke , James Bond and , yes, Roberto 
Hernandez 

We will not be intimidated by a small group of people who 
have no concern for human justice, only for themselves 

Hopefully the Student Senate will restore the budgets of the 
Hornet, KERS, and Cultural Programs, to a level where they can 
truly serve the students. We have alwaysencouraged those with 
gripes to come in and talk about them, and frankly this has led to 
many improvements in the paper. We want this paper to be the 
best possible paper it can be, a paper that is free from harassment 
by ego-tripping junior politicians who don’t get their own way

own to teach at Hunter College 
back East 
Dr Sime referred to a 


protective leave policy of up to 
years that she had not 
known about bdetore leaving to 
teach at Hunter College. The 
leave, like a leave of absence, 
would have allowed her te 
reenter the Chemistry 
Depariment without reapplying 
to be hired. She said no one 
informed her about the leave 

According to Dr. Hurley, “We 
have given extra care in 
screening women if they fit our 
criterion. If we find one we 
move aside and really look her 
application over 

“We've already had = one 
woman candidate lecturing here, 
and in the next three weeks we'll 
have three more and at least one 
male. Their qualifications are as 
high as the mens’ within the 
limits of error, and we are 
pushing Affirmative Action. We 
are giving them stronger 
consideration than men if they 
are qualified.” 

A charge by Ruth Sime was 
leveled at the Chemistry 
Department, claiming that the 
department was seeking 4a 
mediocrity” in its

Also 
claimed, “The Chemistry 
Department 1s tantastically

unprofessional.” 
When asked to comment, Dr 


Hurley stated, “In my opinion, ! 
strongly disagree with this. We 
want excellence in teaching and 
I think we give excellence in 
teaching 

Dr. Sime also made charges to 


the effect that, “Laboratories 
are poorly equipped for 
undergraduates, they are 
overcrowded, the major 
concentration of study is on 


graduate studies, and the faculty 
is working with undergraduates 
in an unconcerned manner.” She 
made a point of emphasizing 
that all of her allegations were 
well-documented and they were 
included in the lawsuit 


Dr. Hurley responded, “The 
first demands put upon the 
budget are given to_ the 


undergraduate courses and after 
their requests are satisifed the 
remainder is divided between 
upper division and graduate 
studies. So any limitations are 
due to budgetary limitations, 
not to any policy of the 
department.” 

As for the overcrowding in 
lecture classes and lack of 
laboratory space, he went on to 
say, “The State that 
there certain 
faculty-student ratio and this ts 
high for everybody.” 

As to the charge that there ts

did not have much to say other

Ms. Sime’s claim that 
Chemistry faculty works 
undergraduates in 
unconcerned manner brought

He stated, “I think our 
faculty is very -oncerned about 
the undergraduates, they try 


hard to keep their interests up 
They have help sessions, staffed 
without pay. The staff have 
office hours and if you go to the 
undergraduate offices you'll find 
Dr. Daniel Decious and Dr. Roy 
Draper, and its full of students 
continuously and they’re helping 
them continuously 

The essence of Ruth Sime’s 
lawsuit will be this: if she wins, 


it will force the university 
system to hire her in the 
capacity for which she has 
applied for. This will be 


accomplished either by bumping 
a person already selected for the 
position, a course cf action she 
does not want, or by creating a 
slot for her within the university 
system; specifically here at 
CSUS 

Ms. Sime feels she is serious 
about her work and is well 
qualified for the position, as 
does Dr. Hurley, who feels she 
has as much a chance as any of 


the other candidates. She is 
currently co-authoring a 
Chemistry 1LA-B textbook for 
undergraduate chemistry.

Applications for an exciting 
new program to be offered in 
the fall by the Department of 
Communication Studies are 
being accepted now at the TV 
Center (English 156). 

The 25 students who are 
accepted into the two-semester 
program will receive 30 units of 
upper division credit in their 
major field, General Education 
or Group III depending upon the 
needs of the individual student 

“This program will be a 
practical ‘hands-on’ form of 
instruction, that is, theory will 
be introduced as problems arise; 
training will be ‘on the job,’ ” 
wrote Dr. James S. Straukamp in 
his proposal to the Chancellor's 
office. 

The program will provide the 
campus with a full-time media 


production team which will 
produce quality software at 
minimum cost for all 


departments of the university 

After a project is suggested to 
the team by the faculty, a 
“mini-team” of three or four 
students will be assigned to 
complete it. Students will be 
able to discuss any questions or 
problems regarding the project 
in a daily meeting with the 
whole team. Progress reports will 
be given to the faculty at the 
weekly meeting 

All students will at some time 
during the year do an internship 
with one of the five local TV 


stations that have 
enthusisastically agreed to do 
training. Sacramento city and 


county school districts also plan 
to reopen a production studio 
with students from the program

A pilot program has been in 
operation all semester. It has 
worked in such diverse areas as 
drama, dance, nursing, and 
college counseling. It has also 
been responsible for production 
of the “Campus Perspective” 
series shown on Channel] 6. 

The proposal for the program 
was presented to the 
Chancellor’s Office this spring as 
a Pilot Project for Innovation in 
the Instructional Process. Funds 
requested amount to 
$175,755.02. It will not be 
known until the first of July - 
when the state budget is 
approved - whether or not the 
money will be received 

But the program will be 
carried on whether or not the 
funds are approved, declared Dr 
Straukamp. The lack of funds 
would probably iimit the 
expanse of the program, but 
there is sufficient on-campus 
support from VIPs such as Dr 
Bond to insure the existence of 
the program for the next school 
year. 

The program is the first of its 
kind to be implemented on a 
college campus. So its success 
will put CSUS in the position of 
leadership in this area 

Not only will the students in 
the program benefit from it; the 
whole university will benefit. As 
Dr. Straukamp said: “Everybody 
wins in the program.”
